condition since the impact of her fath- 
er's machine within car driven by 
Jack M. Hood of Dexter street. 


Walter Stair, her father, and driver 


of one of the cars, is very seriously in- 
jured, and lies at his home here with 
broken 
ribs 
and 
dangerous 
head 


wounds. He has been conscious, but 
somewhat nighty at times, owing to the 
terrific shock. His wife, Myrtle Keller 
Stair, is also very seriously injured, 
buffering broken ribs and cuts* and abra- 
sions about the head. Both are more 
seriously injured than was first thougMt 
to be the case* -

Jack Hood was able to be about the 


next day, although cut and bvuised. 
His companion, Miss Opal Robinson, 
was badly;cut and bruised. 


The accident is one of the most pe- 


culiar ones in the annals Of many acci- 
dents in the.valley. It happened at 7:15 
in the evening, on South Citrus avenue 
below the eity of Covina, and was 
caused through the fact that a county 
shade tree had fallen and was' lying 
across the pavement. A said commen- 
tary on the carelessness of the general 
public is made because of the fact 
that this tree- fell to the pavement sev- 
eral days before the accident, and had 
been lying there unreported to the. 
county officials, who would have remov- 
ed the tree immediately if notified. 


In attempting to pass around the 


tree, Walter Stair, who is a representa- 
tive of Torrens titles in this valley, 
approached the tree in his Overland 
car, on his way north toward the city 
of Covina. He pulled to the Ieft: side 
of th'./ pavement because'the tree com- 
plete'i/ blocked the right side, havinig 
fallen with the trunk still clinging to 
tho stub. As he reached the tree, Jack 
Hood, in an Essex car, also reached the 
point on his way south. The two ma- 
chines met head-on, completely demol- 
ishing the fronts of the two cars, throw- 
ing the ocupants forward. Prof. Stair 
was -jammed against his steering wheel, 
which was bent up until it nearly pass- 
ed through the windshield. 'The little

Armistice Day 


Seven hundred young men had gone 


to war or had been called for duty from 
this upper part of the San Gabriel val- 
ley at the time that the armistice was 
signed. 


There were some that did not return. 


The great mass of them came back and 
were reintrodueed into civic life. They 
went cheerfully and they returned glad- 
ly. None of them like-.! war, and they 
have tried to forget it for the most part 
since that time. Those men who sacri- 
ficed that this country might be made 
safe will not talk about their exper- 
iences, not oven now that three years 
have gone by since the Hun quit cold 
and civilization began to breathe again. 
The time will come when we will learn 
more about the experiences of these 
men of the service, but we are still too 
near to the conflict to get the real 
perspective. 


We will celebrate Armistice day next 


Friday as a state holiday. The Ameri- 
can Legion will observe it in their own 
way, and the people will probably look 
upon it as just one more holiday and 
will spend it engaged in many pursuits, 
both of pleasure and business, that have 
nothing to do with patriotism.- 


But this valley should have a pro- 


found thankfulness for Armistice dny. 
It saved the lives of hundreds of (he 
young men of this valley. 
Instead of 


here uud there a grave in our cemeter- 
ies where the flag is flown for an ex- 
service niiin, we would have rank upon 
r a n k of .soldier and sailor dead in God's 
arre, had it not been for that armistice 
lliiit. rolled down "like a monster curtain 
between, the contending armies on that 
i a w morning in the Argoi.ne. 


\V. It. Powell, member of the draft 


board from this valley, said, in speak- 
ing of these solemn, trying days wjien 
men were being inducted into service: | 


"No person in all this valley was so 


thankful for the armistice as was I. 
It. relieved the draft board of a respon- 
sibility that was surely getting greater. 
Wo can well imagine what the draff 
would have been had wo been obliged 
to fight several battles of the size of 


the, battle of the Argonne, through 
the year of 1919, as was expected to 
be the program. 
It was the intention 


of General Foch to win the war in a 
series of 'great drives in the spring and 
summer of 1919. 
These men who drove 


back the Germans in the battle of Cha- 
teau Thierry and subsequent drives up 
to the Argonne offensive saved thou- 
sands of lives in the American nation 
whom we would have had to draft in 
the summer of 1919." 


That is what Armistice day means to 


this valley. 
AVe should greet its anni- 


versarv with thankful hearts.'

courses of study at the Covina union 
high school may not 
be 
generally 


known, but it is shown in a report of 
the various activities 
of 
the 
night 


school just issued informally by Super- 
intendent Ben S. Millikan. 


Under tho tutelage of V. R. Boss, 


teacher of chemistry and mathematics, 
there is a class in higher mathematics 
and advanced qualitative analysis, and 
one in elementary chemistry. 
In the 


chemistry class there is a large group 
that is studying the practical analysis 
of the products of petroleum, such as 
oil, gasoline and coal oil, with the idea 
of applying the information in practi- 
cal business life. 


In the machine shop another large 


class under .1. A. Beardsley is taking 
instruction at tho lathes, making trac- 
tor gears and other parts for farm ma- 
chinery, while at tho forges they are 
m:\king subsoilers, walnut hooks," chis- 
els and other special tools of use on 
the farm and in tho homo. 


In the auto-mechanic division a class 


is studying the replacing of bearings, 
piston rings, parts for transmissions, 
differentials, the grinding of. valves and 
the correcting of 
electrical 
troubles. 


While some have the definite idea of 


becoming their own automobile troubld- 
•shooter, others believe .that a knowledge 
ofithe work will enable the^ to more 
accurately check up'on worlj done in a 
commercial garage.

In the woodshop, George M. Hargrave 


is directing a class in the making of 
various kinds of furniture, 
such 
as 


cedar chests, chairs, bedsteads, cabarets, 
tables, stands, and a special instruction 
iu the "fashioning of reed furniture, in- 
cluding all kinds of basketry, serving 
trays and lamp shades. 


In the commercial department under 


Clifford H. Shaw, men and women are 
studying practical typewriting, book- 
keeping and shorthand, with lessons in 
penmanship. 


One of the most pppular classes in 


connection with this night work is that 
of the millinery making, under Miss 
Lelah Baxter. There are twenty-eight 
women at the present' time who are 
taking this course in home millinery. 


On an equal plane in popularity with 


millinery is the course in special cook- 
ery, including the making of cakes and 
fancy pastry, which is conducted by 
Miss Roxaua Elliott. 


The teachers are performing this 


night work in addition to the regular 
work in their departments during tho 
day. 
That it is meeting wth the ap- 


proval of the locality is shown by the 
fact that nearly all the classes are 
now attended to capacity. 


COVINA HIGH SCHOOL 


STUDENTS MAKE GOOD 


Results obtained from the work of 


preparing Covina union high school stu- 
dents for I he higher branches of learn- 
ing, and for practical work in life, is 
shown through a summary just issued, 
covering the activities of high school 
scholars who have left that institution 
during tho past three years. 


» Prof. Ben S. Millikan, superintendent 
of the school, has kept careful track of 
the students under his supervision in 
the threo years he has been in this 
capacity. The summary shows that out 
of 113 scholars leaving the high school 
there are seventy who have gone -on 
into college. Not one of these scholars 
entering higher institutions has failed 
to make the required grades, a fact 
which speaks very highly for the class 
of students of the district and for the 
manner in which they have been pre- 
pared by teachers.

No other species of fungus probably 


is capable of doing so much damage to 
citrus trees in California as the brown 
rot 
fungus — pythiacytis citrophthora. 


It is not only responsible during rainy. 
moist weather for brown rot of the 
fruit, but also for one of the most 
serious forms of gum disease — pythia- 
eystis gninmosis. 
The latter is often 


spoken of as lemon gum disease because 
lemon trees are most susceptible, but 
oranges mid many other varieties of 
citrus trees, except the sour oranges, 
are also somewhat affected. 


The fungus lives and propagates best 


in moist soils, especially those of the 
heavier type. During periods of rainy, 
damp weather when the rains and fogs 
continue during several days at a time, 
the fungus grows to the surface and 
produces motile spores that swim about 
in the films of water by means of cilia. 
During heavy rains, the drops contain- 
ing the spores splash up against, the 
fruits that are hanging near the surface 
of the ground and infect them. Since 
these motile spores are killed by drying 
out, they, as well as the fungus itself, 
are quite dependent 
upon 
moisture. 


This accounts for the occurrence of 
brown rot only during t'lP rainy season, 
and for the close relation of pythiacy- 
stic gummosis to excessive moisture in 
the soil near the trunk of the tree. 


LOSSES IN THE OECHABD. 


During some seasons, the losses from 


brown rot of the fruit have been con- 
siderable. In one instance (an extreme 
case), one of the horticultural inspec- 
tors in Orange county counted 274 fruit 
affected with brown rot on a six-year- 
old lemon tree, all of which were less 
than three feet from the soil. 
There 


were left on the tree only about 200 
fruits that were not affected, this being 
a loss of 58 per cent. Losses ranging 
from 15 to 25 per cent of the crop have 
been common in certain orchards. 


Tho average number of brown rot 


lemons per tree in seven different un- 
sprayed orchards, four to six years of 
age with branches low, ran as follows 
in February, 1916: 133, 80, 60, 59, 55, 
30, 19. A similar orchard in the same 
section in which the soil and lower 
branches -were sprayed with Bordeaux 
had no brown rot except on the lowest 
part of the orchard where there were 
only an average of 1.3 fruit per tree 
affected. Fortunately, this loss can _ be 
almost entirely prevented by spraying 
the surface of the soil and the lower 
branches to a distance of about three 
feet, with Bordeaux mixture. 
"Where. 


this had been done* the brown rot had 
been cut down to almost nothing. 


The results of one of the spraying ex- 


periments conducted by the citrus ex- 
periment station in co-operation with 
the Fruit Growers exchange in 1918 
were as follows:

Although the brown rot 
was not 


severe in these experimental trees dur- 
ing this season, the results showed that 
Bordeaux spraying cut down the brown 
rot to less than one fruit per tree, while 
the lime-sulphur under the same condi- 
tions did not appreciably decrease the 
loss from brown rot over that for un 
sprayed trees. 


Probably the best time to spray as a 


preventative measure is soon after the 
first rains in the fall, provided the fum- 
igation for scale insects has already 
been done. Bordeaux spraying should 
follow by at least a week and shouW 
not precede fumigation. 
LOSSES IN THE PACKING HOUSE. 


When fruits are picked during the 


season for brown rot 
and 
are 
put 


through the washing machine prepara- 
tory to curing, there are usually a num- 
ber of fruits so slightly affected as to 
escape notice. 
These are capable oi 


contaminating the wash water so thai 
a large number of healthy fruits are 
infected and later contract, brown rot 
These by contact in the boxes often 
cause large losses. If the brown rol 
has been prevented in the orchard, this 
trouble in the packing house is also 
avoided. Copper sulphate in the wash 
water will effectively prevent infection 
in washing. 
This will not, however 


prevent brown rtot from developing in 
fruit already infected before picking 


The loss from brown rot in the pack 


ing house, if not prevented in the or 
chard, is illustrated by a record in one 
house in the same section in which the 
records before given were taken. The 
fruit not yet apparently affected was 
picked from an. unsprayed orchard anc 
washed in bluestone water. After beinj 
stored at the packing house, 50 to 7( 
brown rot fruits per box developed 
Fruit picked at the same time, from an 
orchard sprayed in December had prac- 
tically no brown rot in the packing 
house. CONTROL MEASURES. 


In I he fall, before or soon after the 


first rain, and after fumigation if pos- 
sible, the ground under the trees, the 
lowest branches, if they 
touch 
the 


ground, and the trunk may be sprayed 
with Bordeaux mixture to prevent in- 
feMion from fungus. 
If the soil or 


vegetable mulch has piled up too high 
against thi? trunk this should be pulled 
away for a short distance so as allow 
the spray to get down as far as the top 
of the first main roots and to allow the 
bark to dry out between rains. 
This 


will fivoid most of the infections of 
gum disease which often occur during 
the winter and spring rains, and the 
results of which do not show above the 
soil until two to four months la^er. This 
applies especially to low budded lemon 
trees on heavy soils, but may also apply 
to orange trunks to some extent. Where 
the soil is particularly heavy and the 
trees are subject to brown rot gum- 
mosis, it is often advisable in addition 
1o tho jibove, to paint the trunks with 
the Bordeaux paste iu the fall before 
the heavy rains come on to prevent this 
gum disease. If the soil is kept well 
pulled away from the trunks, and the 
minks thoroughly drenched with the 
Bordeaux spray when spraying for 
brown rot, this will prevent brown rot 
gummosis on most soils. .

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Discuss Water and Power Act 


Before Associated Chambers 


Ninety-nine cities iu Ontario, Canada, 


reduced the light and power rates from 
ten cents the kilowatt to three cents 
•through the purchase of the privately- 
own«d plants, making them the prop- 
erty of the province, said Mayor Louis 
BartJett of Berkeley, who spoke before 
the monthly meeting of the associated 
chambers of comerce of the San Gabriel 
Tuesday evening in Claremont. 


Mayor Bartlett, together with Mayor 


Horace Porter of Riverside were the 
speakers who championed the proposed 
initiative amendment in California to 
appear on the ballot next fail, which 
has as its motive the ownership and 
control of water and power in the 
state by the people. 


This amendment will become a law 


through becoming a part of the state 
constitution if voted, and will make 
possible the formation of districts for 
the purpose of conserving water and 
developing power. As an example the 
seventeen cities and communities rep- 
resented in th associated chambers of 
the valley can form a district compris- 
ing all the valley territory, and can 
petition to the state for the issuance 
of bonds against the 
district, 
with 


which bonds the state can build reser- 
voirs, dams, distributing systems and 
all other necessary physical improve- 
ment, and fix tho rates to be charged 
the people on the basis of actual cost. 


Mayor Bartlctt said that this amend- 


ment made it possible for an entire 
countj' like Los Angeles county to fi- 
nnnco such a project as the develop- 
ment of water and power in the San 
Gabriel canyon, using the credit of the 
state in order to sell the bonds. Either 
the county or a portion of the county, 
n group of cities or one city cnn peti- 
tion for such improvements under this 
arrangement, he said. 


The speaker made it plain that the 


amendment 
safeguards 
all 
existing 


water and power rights. 
The speaker 


said that figures obtained by him from 
Flood Control Engineer Reagan showed 
that only about thirty percent of the 
flow of the San Gabriel river is being 
conserved and used, the remainder not 
(inly running to waste to the ocean, but 
frequently causing millions of dollars 
in damages through floods that washed 
valuable orchard and farming lands in- 
to the sea. That the damage from flood 
during the past ten years is easily equal 
to the cost of a great retaining dam in 
the canyon, together with an hydroelec- 
tric distributing system was a conten- 
tion made by the speaker. 


In financing water and power systems 


through the state the people get the 
benefit of the cheaper interest rate on 
the amount of money 
involved, the 


speaker said. The state borrows money 
at less than six percent, while all pri- 
vate utility companies are forced to pay 
from eight to ten per cent. This differ- 
ence shows up startlingly in the bills 
for power which the householder or ran- 
<-her is presented with. The difference 
in the rates for water or power is from 
a sixth to a third. This is one of the 
reasons why municipally-owned lighting 
plants havo been able to sell to the 
people at a greatly reduced rate over 
that charged by private companies. The 
speaker also pointed out that despite 
the propaganda to the effect that the 
people are extravagant when conduct- 
ing their own public business, it has 
been shown that the iriimen.se salaries 
of the scandals of privately-owned util- 
ities. 
Corporations have repeatedly 


built projects that when completed cost 
double tho amount of the original esti- 
mates. 
No municipality or publicly 


owned concern would daie double tho 
cost of an original estimate, he said. 
Graft had existed in many cities in con- 
nection with the public business in the 
past, he said. 
A notable instance of 


municipal graft was that of San Fran- 
cisco, but he pointed out that it was 
corporation money supplied by corpor- 
ations that debauched the officials of 
that city and brought on the great 
scandal. 


POWER COMPANIES REPLY. 


Lou H. Craig of San Fernando, in 


replying to Mayor Bartlett severely 
criti/od the operation of the power de- 
partment of Los Angeles, 
claiming 


that that city was not making its power 
distribution pay, and that they were 
making up the defic-it through taxation. 
Another speaker for the power com- 
panies was State Senator Roseberry of 
Los Angeles, who claimed that the en- 
tire scheme of the amendment was a 
Socialistic dream. 
... MAYOR PORTER'S ADDRESS. 


Mayor Horace Porter of Riverside, 


•who is president of the Riverside mun- 
icipal electric system, gave facts and 
figures in connection with the opera- 
tion of the plant, saying that it had 
been a financial success for twenty- 
fight, years in spite of the fact that 
there was one weakness in the system, 
which was that Riverside bought itss 
power wholesale of tho private corpor- 
ntions instead of developing it. Al- 
though it had to pay high wholesale 
rates the city was able to distribute 
the power at a much lower rate than 
competing private companies. 
Mayor 


Porter said in part: 


"You have invited me to speak on 


the California water and power act, as 
a proposed amendment to our state con- 
stitution. A little short of n year ago, 
three of us, Mr. Edgerston of the state 
railroad commission, Mr. Creed, presi- 
dent of the Pacific Gas & Electric Com- 
pany of Sun. Francisco and the bay 
cities, and myself, as mayor of River- 
side, debated the public ownership and 
control of the water and hydro-electric 
power. Little did I think that in less 
than twelve months we would have ad- 
vanced so far as 
to 
cantpaign 
for 


amending the state 
constitution 
for 


this purpose. But the hour has indeed 
struck. The public demand has taken 
definite form in this amendment. 
"Why! I hope that newspaper edi- 


tors, power company officials, munici- 
pal and state officials, and all voters, 
men and women, will ask and find the 
answer to that question, why? Let me 
tell you why. 


"There is on in (his great world a 


profound and irresistible movement for 
cheap power. The world never before 
has had so universal a need, so univer- 
sal a demand, for power, cheap power. 
Never before in human history has man- 
kind been so dependent upon power, 
mechanical power, to Sustain and drive 
human affairs. 


AGE OF POWER. 


"Have you read H. G. Wells' great 


of Outlines of Historv? Have 


you sensed the meaning of the mechani- 
cal age which he describes and which 
has burst upon our present generation) 
Mechanical power has revolutionized 
human affairs. Everywhere, everything, 
is driven by 
mechanical 
power—oil, 


steam, coal, distillate, gasoline, hydro- 
electric power, this is their age. Power, 
abundant cheap power, is the irresisti- 
ble cry and demand of the age. 


"In California this is doubly so. We 


have no coal. Oil as a source of power 
'is vanishing in quantity and increasing 
in cost. Its day is passing. We have 
in California iiicieasng population, in- 
creasing manufactures, increasing agri- 
culture, increasing domestic necessities, 
and vanishing power, save as we look 
to the hills whence cometh our help, 
in electric power. Power that passes 
along a wire the size of your pencil, 
drives the wheels of industry and com- 
merce, and agriculture; 
lights 
your 


office, your shop, your streets and your 
home. Power, there it is in all yonder 
mountains, abundant, cheap and inex- 
haustible. For, while our other forms 
of power, such as coal and oils are dim- 
inishing, the power from these moun- 
tains will run fresh and strong as long 
as these mountains stand and the clouds 
drop their rains from heaven. 


"Increasingly will man harness that 


power for generations to come, extend- 
ing reservoirs and dams to every possi- 
ble canyon and to the utmost heights,

as generations pass, until every drop 
of rain shall do its part in supplying 
mankind with power, cheap power, ere 
that drop of water shall pass on to 
refresh man and beast in the cities, 
farms and gardens down below. 


Do the private power companies that 


havo been putting the price of power 
up and up, beyond the reach of the 
people, do they know what they are 
doing? Blind suicides these companies 
are. 


What are the four demands for cheap 


power here in California? 


First, for industry. 
The high cost 


of living is in part the high cost of 
manufacture. 
Or, in the absence of 


local manufacture, tho high 
cost 
of 


freight to import our necessities from 
far three thousand miles across the con- 
tinent. 


Power, cheap power is the cry, the 


necessity for California, industrially. 
Los Angeles has had the provision to 
get power, cheap power, and is already 
an immense industrial city. 
Without 


cheap power she could not be. You of 
tho surrounding towns and cities can- 
not prosper or hold your own without 
cheap power. 
Until you have cheap 


electric power Los Angeles is literally 
the electric magnet that draws all to 
herself. 
Let us not complain of Los 


Angeles. 
Let us learn by her magni- 


ficent example. Let us also go and do 
likewise and have power, cheap power. 


Second: 
We need cheap power for 


household uses. 
For light, to lighten 


our darkness. 
For power to drive 


mother's washing machine, her iron, 
her broom, her churn; her sewing ma- 


i chine, making her life so much more 


I bright and comfortable, and .giving a 


1 new charm and attraction to the home. 
But it takes power, cheap power, to do 
this in all our homes. For these wives 
and mothers of ours are the ones where 
small means and much economy always 
strike home first. If any one ought to 
have abundance of light and power, 
cheap and plentiful, is it not the toil- 
ing wife? Is not mother to be thought 
of and provided for, in this age of 
power, cheap lavor-saving power? 


Third: 
We must have cheap power 


for the farm and ranch. It is demand- 
ed there I think more insistently than 
anywhere else. 
For on the farm and 


ranch the home cares are the heaviest, 
and life a most drudge. But I special- 
ly think of the California rancher. The 
man who produces our food and the 
prime necessities of life, on whom wo 
are nil absolutely dependent for life 
itself. 
The California rancher, who 


must so often have power to lift the 
waters from the deep well to supply 
every acre of corn or alfalfa or orchard; 
power to pump water for home and for 
thirsty cattle; power, cheap power, is 
his first necessity. And yet so short 
sighted and suicidal 'are the private 
power companies of 
California, 
that 


they are putting the power prices up 
and up for the rancher until he cannot 
pay his power bills. He cannot water 
his fields; he cannot water his cattle; 
his home returns to the desert, for lack 
of cheap power. 


COMPANIES BREAK FAITH. 


Over my way farmers are with break- 


ing hearts seeing their fields dry up, 
their cattle thirsty, their homes destroy- 
ed, by the broken faith, in broken eon- 
tracts, and increased cost for power, by 
these companies that boast their im- 
mense profits and eight per cent divi- 
dends. 


Woe unto you, says the good book, 


that have eaten up the orchards, the 
spoil of the poor is in your offices. 
I 


looked for justice and found oppres- 
sion; for righteousness and hehold a 
cry. Woe unto you that join house to 
' house and field to field until there is 
no place for any one else, just so you 
can be set up iu the middle of the 
earth. 


And I tell you that the grasping 


greed to multiply riches and spoil the 
poor was nothing in Isaiah's clay com- 
pared to what is in ours. There is an 
inquity if greed that has got to be 
curbed. 
Look at the high cost of liv- 


ing, of foods and shoes and clothes and 
houses, largely so because greed get 
control and holds the people up. 


Fourth: We must have, cheap light 


and power for business. I will a little 
further give you some facts as to the 
interest business has in this power ques- 
tion. 


Tho city of Riverside is having to 


pay one company for powerj wholesale, 
'to pass through its distributing plant, 
$121 a year, a horse-power, for electric 
current, that costs that company not 
more than thirty or thirty-five dollars 
to produce. So that we pay as a city 
more, wholesale, twice over, than Los 
Angeles sells to her industries retail. 
This by contracts three times broken 
with the city, in surcharges and readi- 
ness to serve steals. And the farmer 
is by just such means being ruined, for 
his plight is worse than ours in River- 
side, a great deal. 


How is the world's cry and demand 


for cheap power to be met? By pri- 
vate ownership or by public ownership? 
There is but one answer. 
Privately 


owned utilities cannot produce power 
and sell it as low as publicly owned. 
It is a physical and economic impossi- 
bility. Private corporations pay vast 
and extravagant salaries to many of 
their officials. One of the smaller com- 
panies paying their lawyers $10,000 a 
year and its president very much high- 
er, and publicity men big salaries; and 
big dividends and costly advertising. 
All these vast expenses are reduced in 
public ownership. 
The dividends are 


entirely cut out. 
The cost of power 


by public ownership is, wherever tried, 
in England, Germany, France, Switzer- 
land, Australia, Canada, California, as 
in Los Angeles, reduced one-half and 
often two-thirds below private corpora- 
tion prices. No" wonder the eighteen- 
inch guns arc not here. The batteries 
of truth once let loose against them 
they could not stand the first and they 
know it. 


Cut out dividends, cut out taxes, cut 


out high salaries, cut out the extrava- 
gance of these private corporations, 
which is cut out in public ownership, 
and the people come to their own. They 
have power, abundant cheap power, to 
meet the demand and necessity of the 
age in which we live. This is true as 
you can find it out for yourselves, in 
Los Angeles, in Riverside, in Alamcda, 
in Pasadena, in many other California 
cities. It is true in all the vast prov- 
ince of Ontario, Canada, where in ten 
years they have bought out every pri- 
vate power company and under state 
and municipal ownership, have power, 
plenty and cheap power. 


This is transforming 
the Ontario 


province cities and towns into indus- 
trial centers; it is making a new era 
for the farmer and the farmer's wife, 
sons and daughters. And here in Cali- 
fornia where power for the farmer is 
so much more a necessity than for the 
Canadian farmer, what a 
boon will 


an abundance of cheap power be to 
the California rancher. 


URGES POWER STUDY. 


The need and demand . for 
cheap 


power can be met only by public owner- 
ship of power. The people" have but to 
^now the' facts and thej^will act ac- 
cordingly. California's water and power 
act will be discussed in detail by an- 
other speaker at this meeting. I believe 
it to be a wise measure for furnishing 
cheap power by public ownership, for 
the people of this state. Potentially, 
it lies in the great mountains and water 
courses in the public domain. Let us 
have public ownership in the production 
and supply of power at the low cost, 
possible only under public ownership, 
and we shall enrich and bless our peo- 
ple and save them some part of the 
high cost and burden of living, in this 
work-a-day world. 


The meeting was presided over by 


President J. E. Killian of El Monte, 
and the program followed an excellent 
supper served in the Claremont Inn. 
Frank Wheeler of Claremont welcomed 
the guests, of which there were over 
three hundred.

Seductions in railroad freight rates 


on walnuts from California to the east- 
ern seaboard, effective this week, arc 
expected to save associated growers ap- 
proximately $300,000 annually, Carlyle 
Thorpe, general manager of the Cali- 
fornia Walnut Growers' Association, 
stated yesterday. 
The cut announced 


by the railroads was from $2.03 a hun- 
dred pounds to $1.75-a hundred. The 
reduction followed extensive shipment 
of walnuts by water. 


The steamship Mexican, scheduled to 


sail for New York, carries 10,000 100- 
pound .sacks of walnuts, enough to have 
filled, fifty railway cars. This: shipment 
was transported to Los Angeles harbor 
docks by motor trucks. Xhe walnuts 
'were gathered in three Southern'' Cali- 
fornia counties and deli voted, at the 
docks in twenty-four hours; 


HUGE SHIPMENT. 


The steamer F. J. Luekenbach sailed 


last Friday for -Atlantic points with 
500,000 pounds of walnuts aboard. Fol- 
lowing this shipment Mr. Thorpe con- 
ferred with railway traffic officials and 
was told lower rail rates would be 
made. 


"We have been struggling with ex- 


orbitant freight rates for 
quite 
a 


while," said Mr. Thorpe, "and it was 
evident that discussion was not going 
to bring us any relief, so we decided to 
show the railways that there is an 
easier and cheaper way to send walnuts 
to market. Nearly every freighter that 
has steamed out of Los Angeles harbor 
since .October 1 has carried from 5000 
to 10,000 bags of walnuts to New York, 
Philadelphia, Boston and other eastern 
points. 


"The association clinched its ship- 


by-water argument last week," he con- 
tinued, '-'when fifty carloads of walnuts 
were hauled to tho docks by auto truck 
and shipped by steamer in less than 
forty-eight hours. The effectiveness of 
transporting the crops by auto truck 
also was proved by the demonstration 
as it would have been almost impossible 
to have loaded 1,000,000 pounds of wal- 
nuts into freight cars and delivered the

shipments at .the dock in 
•length of time." 


MONEY SAVED. 


Mr. Thorpe estimated that fully 25 


per cent of this season's crop of wal- 
nuts would be shipped east by water. 
He also declared himself in frvor of 
extensive use of motor trucks for hand- 
ling the .crops. 
"If paved higHways extended from 


Southern California to the Atlantic sea- 
board," he said, "it would be possible 
for the growers' association to purchase 
enough trucks to deliver their crop at 
the markets, bring back 
the 
trucks 


empty, charge off the interest on the 
investment and .still deliver the walnuts 
for less money than has been paid bv 
growers in freight rates over the past 
few years. 
"But," ho continued, "it would be 


only through co-operation that such 
conditions could be brought about. Or- 
ganization brought about the reduced 
rail rates. The organization gathered 
crops from different growers and built 
up shipments on such a large scale that 
it attracted the attention of the rail- 
way men, particularly when the heavy 
tonnage was moved from orchard to 
market without use of the railways at 
any time."

Six hundred or more delegates from 


about thirty nations met in Lausanne, 
Switzerland, August 22-27 inclusive, to 
report and exchange views upon the 
problem of alcoholism in the different 
part of the world. Practically all of 
the larger countries and many of the 
smaller ones were represented by per- 
sons appointed either by the heads of 
the nations or by representative organi- 
zations in those countries. The presi- 
dent of the United States appointed 
ten delegates whose expenses were paid 
by the government. Some countries ap- 
pointed delegates without providing for 
traveling expenses and still others left 
the selection of delegates to represen- 
tative organizations. In addition in- 
terested persons, many in high official 
position, came on their own responsi- 
bility and at their own expense. The 
congress, however, was held on the offi- 
cial invitation of the Swiss govern- 
ment. 


The reports and discussions .for tho 


most part were in French, German and 
English but. there were many other 
languages used and Dr. Bobert Hercod, 
the secretary, delievered his opening 
address in five different languages— 
French, English, German, Italian and 
Sca»>danaviun. This is, he would speak 
for a few minutes in one language and 
then in another. In this respect the 
people of Europe, especially those on 
the continent, have a marked advan- 
tage over Americans who, for the most 
part, speak only English. 
By aid of 


interpreters and translators all could 
follow more less intelligently, but there 
is no denying that the language barrier 
is a great one which has no doubt often 
resulted in misunderstanding and some- 
times, perhaps, in war. The difficulty 
of conveying the shades of meaning, 
the tone of voice, the spirit and even 
the thought is very great. 


That progress is being made in tho 


spread of prohibition sentiment is be- 
yond question. The very fact that the 
governments officially invite 
such 
a 


gathering is significant and the growth 
of favorable sentiment, in the last ten 
or twelve years is marked. The theory 
of moderation or other compromising 
methods of dealing with the liquor 
traffic have- notably decreased. 
The 


example of tho United States in adopt- 
ing prohibition has made a profound 
impression throughout the world. All 
nations are watching with interest de- 
velopments and results. The permanent 
and successful establishment of prohi- 
bition here means its adoption by other 
countries. 
They recognize the advan-- 


tage which the United States will have 
commercially as a result of the increas- 
ed efficiency of labor due to sobriety 
and the more steady habits of laborers 
as well as tho elimination 'of- much 
waste, lessening of crime, pauperism, 
insanity, a higher degree of -iritelligense 
because of the more regular attendance 
of children at school and the generally 
improved social, moral and economic 
conditions.

The thoughtful study of this (jufisjaon 


by representative men and wonten 
throughout the world is one of the int&t 
hopeful aspects of tht> subject. '"Ehe 
more attention it receives the surer 
the people are to. emancipate themselves 
from the ancient evil. The delusion re- 
garding its effect on health, wit, longe- 
vity, efficiency and endurance are being 
rapidly dispelled and its harmfur in- 
fluence in all these respects is increas- 
ingly recognized. 


Australia, New Zealand, South Africa, 


India, Japan, China, England, Ireland, 
Scotland, Wales and continental Europe 
are nil being agitated over the advanc- 
ed position of the United States. There 
arc earnest groups of men and women, 
young and old, in these countries which 
are diligently promoting the .doctrine 
of prohibition and there are.npfta f$jv 
ndividuals and organizations wnch are 
conducting active propaganda in behalf 
of total abstinence and prohibition. The 
number, character and position of these 
people command both attention and 
respect for the cause they advocate. 


No denomination in the world _ is 


carrying on more extensive or varied 
work in the different countries than tfco 
Presbyterian church, U. S. A., and in 
co-operation with our own board of 
foreign missions and the world prohi- 
bition 
federation, 
which 
represents 


many of the leading denominations as 
well as independent, temperance organi- 
zations, we are functioning in seventeen 
different countries mainly through out 
foreign missionaries. 


For the most part chuches as such 


in other countries arc not active^ while 
some of them are almost reactionary 
because certain influential individuals 
are directly or indirectly interested in 
tho liquor traffic, but these are grow- 
ing fewer in number and decreasing in 
influence. 


It is a great thing for hundreds of 


people from so many lands to come to- 
gether to exchange ideas, compare ex- 
periences, study methods and report 
facts. 
Such a gathering not only ad- 


vances the cause but promotes a more 
intelligent understanding on all sub- 
jects among the people. When people 
cross seas and continents and sit down 
ogether for days considering questions 
of common interest it is sure to result 
n better understanding and more sym- 
pathy. In this case the study of prohi- 
aition brought them together and they 
returned to their respective homes with 
more confidence, more enthusiasm, more 
determination, more knowledge and 
higher ideals. This congress has been 


existence for more than a genera- 


tion, meeting bi-ennially except during 
the period of the war, and has been 
worth many times what it has cost.— 
Moral Welfare.

Impeaching a Secret Order 


. 
(Editorial from the Christian Science Monitor, Boston, Mass.) 


.i: 


It is easy enough to accuse a secret fraternal order of all sorts of 


crimes and misdemeanors and easy enough to get well-meaning people 
to accept more accusations as evidence of guilt. But it is not so easy, 
as a rule, to prove that a secret order is actually guilty of the sinfulness 
that may be charged to it by outsiders who may have their own reasons 
for wishing to minimize its influence. Some pretty serious charges arc 
being spread through the American press just now against the Ku Klux 
Klan. Yet it seems fair to say that most of the people who are accept- 
ing these charges at their face value appear to be doing so as much 
because their racial or religious prejudices have been stirred against 
the order as because they have found themselv«| confronted with any 
direct proof of its guilt. Perhaps, before the present agitation goes far, 
those who stand ready to make an official investigation of the Klan 
may discover significance iu. the fact that the present attack upon it 
appears to be carried on almost altogether by representatives of those 
whom the order is understood to have excluded from its membership. 


About all that is generally known concerning the aims and pur- 


poses of the Ku Klux Klan, as lately revived, is that it professes 'a 
religious preference for Protestant Christianity, that it intends to uphold 
and defend old-fashioned Americanism, and that it admits no Roman 
Catholics, Jews or Negroes. 
Tlii.-i is enough to start a tremendous wave 


of prejudice in certain quarters. . And there have been suspicious and 
ugly rumors. Stories of night riding have been revived, like those 
about that earlier Ku Klux Klan of the reconstruction period. But not 
all night riders are necessarily members of the Klan, and that fact 
should be given due consideration until membership is proven. And 
neither because of its secrecy nor because of its membership is to some 
extent exclusive is the Klan distinctive amongst American fraternities. 
Other orders exclude either Eoman Catholics, or Jews, or Negroes. But 
tho rights of Eoman Catholics, Jews and Negroes are not thereby in- 
fringed. Every one of these classes has secret fraternal orders of its 
own. 
How many Protestants are to be found in the Eoman Catholic 


Knights of Columbus, which is a secret fraternal order? Or how many 
Christians meet regularly with the Jewish B'Nai B'rith? Negroes, but 
not whites, know how many secret orders there are among their race, 
other than the colored Masons and colored Odd Fellows, whose meet- 
ings have often attracted general attention. If one secret order is to 
be attacked because of its secrecy and its exclusiveness, why not all 
the others? 


However, this is not the first time such an agitation has been 


observed in tlie United Slates. Know-Nothing-isin and the American 
Protective Association are recalled by the present social phenomena. 
There was also the curious outbreak against Free Masonry ninety or 
more years ago. That outbreak is famous for the depth of popular 
prejudice that was stirred against a secret order, largely because of the 
reaction of persistent secrecy upon :i stimulated popular suspicion,. But 
the main animus was eventually disclosed as political and the new poli- 
tical party engendered, while it brought Thurlow Weed, William H. 
Sewurd, and Millard Fillmore into public life, was too weak to endure. 
Unless the present agitation can show something more than prejudice 
as a motive power, it, too, will doubtless be short-lived. If the mem- 
bers of the revived Ku Klux Klan have done anything contrary to law, 
they should be der.lt with by the law. In the meantime, the order has 
as much right to conduct its lawful affairs secretly as any other order 
lias, and if it chooses to prefer one class of American citizens over 
other classes, however un-American that may be in theory, it seems to 
be quite common in practice ami not subject to legal interdiction.

St. Paul and 


Saulte Ste. Marie. From here he went 
to Sarnin, Canada, and 
to 
Oshnwa, 


where he visited a nephew, thence to 
Montreal, New York and Boston. 


Oh his return he stopped at Buffalo 


and Niagara Falls, visiting telatives at 
St. Catherine's and at Welland, going 
on to Hamilton, -where he also, met 
relatives and friends. 
He -spent some 


time at Burlington, which, was at one 
'time his home. 
He made visits also 


to Chatham, Tilbury, Windsor, Deroit 
.and Chicago. He stopped at Miles and 
Marion and Sioux City, Iowa, and at 
Omaha, Denver and Salt Lake City. 


Everywhere in his travels, Mr. Dong- 


las said that he found business quiet, 
but with no signs of any panic. The 
farmers were suffering the most, he 
thought, but everyone was "sitting 
tight" and waiting for better times, 
which, they all seemed to believe were 
coming very soon. In the Alberta and 
Saskatchewan countries the crops have 
been very good this year, but in Mani- 
toba the' grain was badly hit by hot 
winds. 


There is a tendency everywhere in 


tho seatern United States to get along 
on half-time at present, He said. The 
country seems to be marking time, wait- 
ing for the European situation to clear. 
The difference in exchange rates in 
favor of the United States is even- 
tually to be a benefit to Canada, he 
thought. Many factories 
are 
being 


built in Canada, forced to operate on 
account of the exchange difference be- 
tween the two countries. A two hun- 
dred dollar order placed by Canadians 
in the United States must be accom- 
panied by two hundred and twenty-two 
\dollars, representing .the difference in 
the exchange rates on money. 
It is 


forcing the Canadians to start their 
own manufacturing. 


The need of the United States at 


present is not mere money, but more 
business, said Mr. Douglas. The money 
is piled up here, but has no outlet. 
•With the equalization of exchange, or 
its near-equalization, this money car 
be released in loans apd in wages, anc 
it cannot be released .until the foreign 
countries are given an opportunity to 
buy. our goods. 
As long ns America 


holds an exaggerated balance in money 
power the country will remain on slow 
time, he says. 


'Mr. Douglas enjoyed splendid health 


during his trip, and returns to his busi 
ness here filled with optimism.' He says 
that no part of the country is so pros 
perous and so active as is Southern 
California. 
He looks to see the entire 


'country start up on a big business boom 
with the passing of this winter. 


SAN QUENTIN CHAPLAIN 


IN TALK TO SCHOLARS 


Oliver C; Laizure, chaplain of *J 


Quentin penitentiary .and director of 
education in that institution, was a 
speaker on Tuesday morning and after- 
noon in Covina, before the high and 
grammar schools. He came here under 
a special invitation from Prof. Ben S. 
Millikan, who had met and talked with 
the chaplain while making a visit to 
the prison last summer. 


Chaplain Laizure proved a most in- 


teresting speaker, holding^ the audience 
at the high school especially with his 
description of the manner in which re- 
habilitation work is being done among 
the prisoners. 
He made special allu- 


sions to youths who had gone wrong, 
and of the method employed to get 
their mental attitude toward life on a 
sound plane again. 
That nearly all 


young men who find-themselves in San 
Quentin are there because they mistook 
crime for indescretion, and did not 
realize the serious steps into crime that 
they were taking was a point made by 
the chaplain. Many young prisoners 
expressed surprise to him that they did 
not realize the wrong step at the time, 
and often regretted that some older, 
wiser person had not directed them 
properly at a crucial time. Many youths 
and girls of the high school age have 
committed small offenses which might 
grow into a habit of evading the law 
in more serious things, he said, and 
pleaded for tho proper moral attitude 
toward life and its responsibilites. 


In questioning youths and girls at 


the prison, the. record kept shows that 
cigarettes, dancing and bad company 
are the underlying causes 
of 
going 


wrong in the first place, the chaplain 
said. 
This is not mere guess work, 


but is n part of the laborious statistics 
that are gathered at the prison. 


San Quentiu prison is the institution 


to which offenders of the, less hardened 
nature are sent. The old, "hardboil- 
ed" oft'enders are sent to Folsom. 


The chaplain's talk was genial, kind- 


ly and full of instruction, and made a 
remarkable impression on his youthful 
audience. 


Sinco the appearance of the above article in the Christian Science 


Monitor tho Congressional Committee, before whom the investigation of 
the Ku Klux Klan was heard, after hearing the evidence offered by the 
opponents of the order, moved to discontinue the hearing, on the grounds 
that there was no evidence to substantiate the charges made. 


Those who were familiar with the high ideals and purposes of 


the Klan and the individuals composing its membership, and knowing 
by whom th1" campaign of falsehood and misrepresentation was financed, 
and tlieir object in launching the same, never had any' doubt us to the 
outcome of any investigation brought against it, but were confident that 
in the end it would all redound to the benefit of the Xn Klnx Klan 
and a complete vindication of its good name and the very great service 
which it. is rendering the American people at this time. 


As evdence that our confidence in the great American public was 


not unfounded, we are being flooded with applications for membership 
from the very best citizens of every community.

i laboratory at Whittier. This parasite, 
so far as laboratory observations have 
gom-, seems to be more prolific than 
the aphycus and works on the smaller 
size scales. Just how it will adapt it 
self to California climatic conditions is 
of course not known, but it came from 
South Africa where climatic conditions 
are similar to California.

If police and federal agents win in 
their war on bootleggers, Europe will 
straightway ban booze, Wheeler is sure. 


"If 
America makes good in enforc- 


ing prohibition, England will be dry 
in ton years,""the dry chief says. 


"And with England and the United 


States on the dry list, the rest of the 
world will have to turn to prohibition 
because wot countries can't compete 
with dry ones in the world's markets." 


Wheeler points to these facts on tho 


international 
prohibition 
situation, 


gathered by his organization from, offi- 
cial sources: 


Great Britain. 


A very definite and well organized 


prohibition movement is under way. 
Despite this the consumption of liquor 
has shown a great increase, doubtless 
due to abnormal post-war conditions, 
demobilization of troops and unemploy- 
ment. 
In Scotland liquor cannot be. 


sold in clubs and theaters between 2 
and 10 p. m. Drunken persons in public 
places are subject to fine or. imprison- 
ment. In Ireland there are 250 separate 
legal restrictions on the liquor traffic. 
The Irish prohibition movement dates 
from 1838. 


Manufacture of beer is almost entire- 


ly prohibited because raw material is 
needed for food. Only the rich are able 
to get wine and cordials.

Germany. 


Federal constitution gives municipali- 


ties the- right to local option, if 10 per 
cent of the voters sign a petition. Tem- 
peram-e forces are waging a fight, on 
distilled liquors. Italy. 


Sale of liquor is prohibited after 10 


p. m. The government is opposed to 
distilled liquors but favors wine. Ab- 
sinthe is prohibited. Fifteen thousand 
saloons were closed during tho war.

ORDINANCE NO. 139 


An ordinance of the City of Covina 


regulating the construction and In- 
stallation of septic tanks in the City 
of Covina and amending Ordinance 
number 58 of the City of Covina, en- 
titled "An Ordinance of the Board of 
Trustees of the City of Covina regu- 
lating the construction-and installa- 
tion of plumbing and house draining 
and providing for the issuing of per- 
mits therefor and creating the office 
of plumbing inspector of the City of 
Covina." 


The Board of Trustees of the City 


of Covina do ordain as follows: 


Section 1. That ordinance number 


58 of the City of Covina entitled "An 
Ordinance of the Board of Trustees 
of the City of Covina Regulating the 
Construction 
and 
Installation 
of 


Plumbing and House Draining and 
Providing for the Issuing of Permits 
therefor and Creating the Office of 
Plumbing Inspector of the City of 
Covina," be, and the same is hereby 
amended by adding thereto a new 
section to be numbered section 35a 
and to read as follows: 


Section 35a. Whenever cesspools 


are required or permitted by this or- 
dinance to be installed and used, 
septic tanks in accordance with the 
following specifications may be used 
instead. 


No septic tank shall be built near- 


er than four feet of any boundary 
line of the lot on which it is located, 
nor closer than ten feet to any build, 
ing used as a dwelling. All septic 
tanks shall be of concrete in the pro- 
portions of not less than one part of 
cement to each four parts of sand or 
gravel. 
They shall be not less than 


six feet wide by eight feet long and 
at least five feet six inches in the 
clear in depth. The floor must be 
at least four inches thick, the walls 
at least six inches thick and the 
top not less than eight inches thick 
reinforced with iron bars at least 
every eighteen Inches, and the top 
must be arched four inches. 
The 


inside walls must be plastered with 
cement so as to be entirely water- 
proof. The waste pipe leading from 
the house to the septic tank must be 
of vitrified four inch sewer pipe 
with cemented joints laid at a grade 
of not less than one-quarter of an 
inch to one foot. 
The intake must 


be within one foot of the top of the 
tank. At the intake an elbow joint 
must be placed just inside the tank 
extending downward the full length 
of the joint. Not more than twelve 
inches from the intake a two inch 
baffle 
board 
must 
be 
placed 


extending the 
full 
width of 
the 


tank' 
with 
the 
top 
edge 
one 


half 
inch 
above 
the 
outlet ex- 


tending downward at least twelve 
inches but not more than two feet. 
The outlet must be not more than 
one half inch below the intake and 
must have an elbow joint extending 
downward inside the tank with the 
opening into the outlet pipe within 
fourteen inches of the bottom of the 
tank. 
The outlet pipe must be at 


least three inches in diameter, at 
least two and one half feet below the 
surface of the ground, with at least 
one lateral eighteen feet in le'ngth 
with a slope of one quarter inch to 
the foot, and consisting of three inch 
or larger sewer pipe laid with the 
joints cemented at the top and open 
at the bottom. The lateral or later- 
als must be buried in a trench filled 
with gravel. Said trench must be at 
least two and one half feet in depth 
at the outlet and eight feet in depth 
at the end of eighteen feet and must 
be two feet in width. At the end of 
each lateral not less than three post 
holes live or more inches in diam- 
eter and twelve inches or more apart 
must be dug to a depth of at least 
eighteen feet below the surface of 
the ground and filled with gravel or 
loose stone. Every septic tank must 
be vented through the waste pipe 
leading thereto by means of a hole 
two inches in diameter cut in the el- 
bow joint at the intake just inside 
the tank. 
It shall be unlawful for 


any person, firm or corporation to 
construct, maintain or use any septic 
tank unless a permit has been issued 
by the plumbing inspector so to do, 
and a certificate of acceptance is- 
sued; provided that nothing in this 
section shall be construed to prevent 
the outlet from a septic tank flowing 
into a cess pool. 


Section 2. The City Clerk shall 


certify to the adopting of this ordin- 
ance and shall cause the same to be 
published once in the Covina Citizen- 
and Covina Argus, weekly newspa- 
pers published and circulated in the 
City of Covina, and hereby designat- 
ed for that purpose, and thereupon 
and thereafter the same shall take 
effect and be In force.

Glendora city and vicinity has ex-

I coupled with heavy crops, During one 
' recent year the packing houses return- 


ed $2,500,000 to the growers for over 
800,000 boxes, or over 2,000 cars of 
fruit. The locality is at an elevation 
of 800 feet, backed up against the pro- 
tecting wall of the Sierra Madre moun- 
tains, making it a district famous as 
frostless, and cooler in summer than 
some of the communities situated to- 
ward tho center of -the valley.

until the present writing, Glendora has 
shipped 12!>,746 boxes iof lemons.. 


The locality has developed a large 


additional supply of water during the 
past two years, both for irrigation and 
for domestic supply, and is feeling ab- 
solutely secure in this respect. The 1920 
census gives tho city of Glendora a 
population of 2,029, which is an increase 
of 125 per cent in ten years. The splen- 
did ranch country surrounding _the city 
has also increased in population, and 
many, fine ranch residences have been 
built. 


VOTE NEW HIGH SCHOOL. 


The cities of Glendora and Azusa, 


with contiguous country have voted 
$300,000 for a new Citrus union high 
school, which is soon to be built on a 
tract of seventeen acres on the Foot- 
hill boulevard, midway between the 
two cities. This will be the largest and 
best-equipped high school in this valley, 
but is said to be no larger than what 
the needs for the next ten years will 
demand, ,in fact-, it will, -probably be 
expanded as to buildings within the 
next ten years. In common with all 
Southern California communities, the 
Azusa-Gleiidora district finds that it 
caljs .for wide vision,:and progressive 
action5 in "order to ^keep up with. ..fc^ 
needs of the schools. .

The two Glendora grammar sclioois,

A ' ' postage free ' ' mail box at the camp 
is a feature that leaves a most pleas- 
ant impression with the campers. Tho 
simple system of allowing a camper to 
drop letters and picture cards in this 
box without tho trouble of going into 
tho post-oflico for stamps has caused 
hundreds of campers to avail themselves 
of tho opportunity, and incidentally the 
campers write a few words of appre- 
ciation of their treatment 
to 
their 


friends in the east. The chamber has 
checked up on many of these letters, 
finding that it brings many visitors to 
the city.

During the past year there have been 


wenty residences built in the commun- 
ity, and several business buildings .have 
seen constructed or remodelled. 
The 


city of Glendora has ojie of the finest 
ind widest main streets in the state, 
It bisects a clean business section, with 
a slope from the foothills to the great 
citrus valley below, and the town over- 
looks one of the most remarkable views 
that can bo obtained anywhere., From 
the fo_othill benches above the town 
there is a wonderful view of the far- 
famed San Gabriel valley.

above the town are famed as places for

of tho wilds of the Sierra Madre moun- 
tains.. The city of Glendora is growing 
to the eastward, along the great Foot- 
hill boulevard that extends from Los 
Angeles to San Bernardino.

There must be added the 
spirit of the Pilgrims, the spirit which 
caused them to rejoice in the midst of 
want. 


May the spirit which looks beyond 


the present into the future, which lives 
not only in the seen but in the unseen, 
which is the service of all true thanks- 
giving, that spirit which giveth life, 
continue to inspire America with that 
same light which gleams for us across 
three hundred years.—Delineator.
